Mr, Ewen, of the footbali 
club, and Messrs. Harrison 
and Duckett, of the cricket 
club, attended the committee 


meeting. Lo 
Mr, Ewen stated that the 
foothall club had originally 


asked the council for a lease 
of the new oval, and had been 
advised that the council felt 
a lease was unnecessary. The 
football and cricket clubs had 
\since donferred with a view 
to amalgamating for the pur- 
pose of management of the 
new ground. 

Both clubs desire to take 
over the management of the 
ground, and suggest that two 
representatives from each club 
constitute the management 
committee. He pointed out 
that such a committee would 
be interested in promoting all | 
sports, and- would allot the 
ground to other sporting, 
bodies when not in use by' 
either the football or cricket! 
clubs. He requested the coun. 
cil to reconsider the question 
of a lease upon this basis. ; 

Mr. Duckett supported Mr, 
Ewen and stated that the 
cricket club felt that such an 
arrangement would work quite 
well, and that a committee of 
four would be an adequate 
one. It was intended that the 
amalgamation of the clubs and 
the formation of the committee 
would -require a change ‘of 
name to Altona. Sports Club.

Dear Sir, 


Regarding the building of 
shops on the Noordenne Estate 
for the benefit of local resi- 
dents, here are a few facts. 

In 1953 a plan was approved 
by the Board of Works and 
Werribee Council for the build- 
ing (at a later date when the 
new Altona Council came into 
being) of six or more shops 
in Leicester Square, Seaholme, 
on the British Migrants Estate. 

Several of the councillors 
opposed this plan and no shops 
were allowed to be built in 
this area. 

Again at a later date it was 
proposed that a big drive-in 
shopping centre with: ample 
wide roads and parking facili- 
ties would be built on the 
present Noordenne Estate on 
the west side of Millers Road. 
Again this project was oppo- 
sed by the Altona Councillors 
because it would interfere 
with the trade and interests in 
Pier Street. 

The present parking facili- 
ties in Pier Street are notori- 
ous and it is quite a walk to 
the nearest chemist from Sea- 
holme on a wet day. 

I am ali for free enterprise 
and competition if it benefits 
the majority but for any one 
business to have a monopoly 
in Altona is not in the interest 
of the worker or the legal con- 
stitution. 

There is one other matter 
that I would like to go on 
record for the information f 
new residents. It is that the 
land now known as the Kim 
and McIntosh Reserves was 
donated by all the members 
of the British Migrants Build- 
ing Company, now known as 
the Seaholme Co-operative 
Building Society. 

The donation of the reserves 
was part of the agreement be- 
tween the Werribee Council, 
the Board of Works and the 
British Migrants Building 
Company before any building 
was-allowed to proceed. 

Seven years ago there was 
a Progress Association which 
acted independently and was 
the “spokesman” for local 
ratepayers. But when the 
council became 100% Labor, 
30 members of the local politi- 
cal party turned up at the 
annual elections for the sec- 
retary, etc. The members 
were elected but no further 
monthly meetings were held 
for lack of support,

If Raymond Price (“Star,” 
15/7/65) is sincere in his be- 
lief that the war in South 
Vietnam is a civil war then he 
is refuting the statements of 
the North Vietnamese leaders 
themselves.' They clearly re- 
veal that the Communist 
North directs and controls the 
Communist Viet Cong in the 
South. 

Ho Chi Minh wrote (10/7/59) 
“We are building socialism 

‘ only in one part of 
the country. In the other we 
still have to direct and bring 
to a close the middie class, 
democratic and anti-imperialist 
revolution.” 

At the 1960 Congress of the 
Lao Dong (North Vietnam 
Communist Party) Army Gen- 
eral Giap directed the forma- 
tion of the National Libera- 
tion Front, the political wing 
of the Viet Cong. He describes 
North Vietnam as “the revo- 
lutionary base for the whole 
country” to “step-up the na- 
tional democratic people’s revo- 











lution in the South.” 

The North Vietnamese Com- 
munist jouynal ‘Hoc Tap’ 
said (March, 1963) “They (the 
authorities in South Vietnam) 
are well aware that North 
Vietnam is a firm base for the 
southern revolution. 
and is the brain and factor that 
decides all victories of the 
revolution.” 

Tne conclusions reached in 
the U.S. White Paper “Agres- 
sion from the North” cannot 
be disproved by a few calcula- 
tions on Appendix D:, and if 
further evidence of Commun- 
ist bloc aggression against the 
South Vietnamese people is 
required it is well documented 
and photographed in the June 
issu2 of “Spotlight” interna- 
tional labor news. This issue 
contains the case histories of 
men like Major Tran Quoc, 
sent from North Vietnam to 
command a Viet Cong -battal- 
ion in 1962, but who rallied to 
the South Republic in 1963. It 
also gives details of the sink- 
ing of yet another motorised 
barge loaded with Chinese 
equipment in South Vietnam 
coastal waters on March 14. 
Again on’ March 16 South 
troops uncovered tons of am- 
munition and thousands of 
weapons, supplied by Hanoi, 
after an action in the vicinity 
of Vung Ro Bay. The photo- 
graphs of the children whd 
were victims of Viet Cong 
terrorist attacks on. civilians 
are also worthy of a glance. 

The International Rescue 
Committee has set up an emer- 
gency fund to cater for the 
70,090 refugees a month flee- 
ing from the Viet Cong (AAP 
15/7/65). 

I thank Mr. Price for his 
concern with my reading 
habits, but in regard to univer- 
sity youth publications I con- 
sider the June issue of the 
socialist “Partisan” to be 
more factual than the April 
issue of the magazine with a 
similar name that he recom- 
mends.
